This declalon waa made today by 
Judge Sam Hunt of the Breathitt Cir- 
cuit Court, who granted a aiipplemen- 
tal jnotion for a change of venua and 
trial before a diaintereated court. 
' Orea't preaaure haa been brought to 
hiar on Judge Hurat through the 
r.'-wapftp«r* for a change of venue, he 
Imvlng at firat denied a motion for 
Otaaiige. 

Dacldon for the tranafer to the Boyd 
circuit court wo* announced today. 

Tbirteen men — nine of them republl- 
cana and four democrats — are charg- 
e<ji Willi nninlr* of four men — three 
dedoioerat* and une republican. 

the men who were killed are Cleve- 
land Comba, Aabury Comba and Kth- 
ern Allan, democrat*, and Qeorge Mc- 
Intoab, republican. Cleveland I'oiniiK 
and Mclntotb were election olllcera in 
Clayhole praelneL 

Thoie accuacd of the killing* are L. 
L. Combr, Shade Oomba French 
Comba and 'iM iKe Alli-n, democrat*; 
and Win Harnett, Aroby Bamett, Mar- 
lon Banmt, Alfrad Banatt, Willie Da- 
vla. Cheater Davia, 'Bd Davl*, Will 
Campbell and Ed Comlia, republican*. 
Tha four domoprata are charged with 
kiUiag. JHelntoeh, republican election 
official. The nine republican* are 
charged with the murder of Cleveland 
and Aabury Combk and Etbren Allen, 
democrat*. 

The killings occurred at Cla^'hole 
precliict Breathitt county, last No- 
vember while Ih* election wa* in prog- 
reaa. It la aald that fonrteen men 
atoraed tha election booth and after 
th* *mok* bad cleared away three 
democrat* and one repul>lk-an were 
dead. The ballot iMxe* were broken 
Into and tba balMta dMtroyed. 

At that election Judge Hurst a re- 
publican, waa elected to hia preaent 
pdiitlon on the circuit bench. The 
Clayhole precinct wo* overwbelniinB- 
i/ democratic. 

At the recent March term of court 
the tnirueeo men were arraigned on 
iiarKin of murder. Attorney* for the 
def. oeo made a motion fur a cbang* 
of vei.ue from Judge Hurst'a court, 
claiming that he could not praalda im-' 
partially at tba triala due to bla poll- 
tlea and bla campaign that had ended 
with the eleclloa day that aaw the 
tragedy. 

Judge Hurat denied the motion for 
trial la another $ourt aad befora an- 
other- Judge. Imnodlately be waa at- 
tacked by nea-apaper* throughout the 
atate. Hia amended ruling today Is 
*ald to be tba raault of the newspaper 
proaaura. 

The thirtaen aoenaed men ara now 

at liberty on balU Tha Clayhole pre- 
cinct haa before been the center of 
pulllloal turmoil. — Aahland Indepen-
